Proposed  CUB  Constitution 


“Be  it  resolved  by  the  student 
body  of  Missouri  Southern 
College  that  the  Constitution 
be  amended  as  follows  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  a 

CONSTITUTION  OF 
THE  COLLEGE  UNION  BOARD 

Article  I 
Name 

The  name  of  this  organization 
shall  be  the  College  Union  Board 
of  Missouri  Southern  College. 

Article  II 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  College  Union 
Board  is  to  plan  and  administer 
programs  appropriate  to  the  College 
Union  which  serves  the  cultural, 
social,  and  recreational  interests  of 
the  college  family,  and  by  those 
programs  to  aid  the  development 
of  leadership  and  provide  opportnu- 
ity  for  students  to  develop  skills  in 
human  relations.  The  College  Union 
Board  seeks  to  contribute  to  the 
development  of  the  student  by 
stimulating  the  effective  use  of 
leisure  time. 

Article  III 

Authority 

A.  The  College  Union  Board  shall 
be  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Re¬ 
gents-Trustees  through  the  College 
Union  Director,  Dean  of  Student 
Personnel,  the  Administrative  Coun¬ 
cil,  and  the  President  of  the  Col¬ 
lege. 

B.  The  College  Union  Board  shall 
function  in  an  advisory  capacity  to 
the  College  Union  Director. 

Article  IV 
Membership 

The  College  Union  Board  shall 
be  composed  of  three  executive  offi¬ 
cers,  (a  Chairman,  a  Vice-Chair¬ 
man,  and  a  Secretary)  four  com¬ 
mittee  chairmen,  (the  Chairman 
of  the  Cultural  Affairs  Committee, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Dance  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  Chairman  of  the  Forum 
Committee  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Recreation  and  Films  Committee) 
the  Dean  of  Women,  the  Dean  of 
Men,  the  College  Union  Director, 
a  faculty  representative. 

Article  V 

Qualification  of  Student  Members 
No  student  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  College  Union  Board  or  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  one  of  the  four  standing 
committees  who  is  not  a  full  time 
student  (12  hours)  and  does  not 
have  or  manitain  a  2.0)  or  “C” 
grade  point  average.  No  student 
may  maintain  membership  on  both 
the  Student  Senate  and  the  College 
Union  Board. 

Article  VI 

Qualifications  of  Executive  Officers 
The  candidates  for  executive 
office  must  have  been  a  member  of 
the  board  for  at  least  one  semester 
or  a  committee  member  for  at  least 
one  semester. 

Article  VII 

Nomination  of  Executive 
Officers  and  Committee  Chairmen 

In  order  to  become  a  candidate 
for  an  executive  officer  of  a  Com¬ 
mittee  Chairman  of  the  College 
Union  Board,  a  qualified  student 
must  obtain  a  petition  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  form: 

We,  the  undersigned,  hereby 
nominate  —  ( student’s  name)  — 
as  a  candidate  for  —  (position  on 


College  Union  Board). 

The  nominating  petition  must 
bear  the  signature  of  at  least  three 
per  cent  of  the  student  body  and 
must  be  returned  to  the  Dean  of 
Students  Office  at  least  one  day 
prior  to  the  general  election.  Nom¬ 
inations  may  be  petition  only.  Cor¬ 
rectly  signed  petitions  must  be 
returned  to  the  Dean  of  Students' 
Office  before  formal  campaigning 
may  begin. 

Article  VIII 

Election  of  Executive  Officers 
and  Committee  Chairmen 

Primary  Election  —  The  Pri¬ 
mary  Election  for  the  College  Union 
Board  shall  be  conducted  by  the 
Student  Senate  on  or  before  the 
last  Thursday  in  April  and  after 
April  15  of  each  school  year. 

A  Primary  Election  will  be 
held  only  in  case  that  there  are 
three  or  more  candidates  for  any 
one  office  on  the  College  Union 
Board.  In  the  case  that  there  are 
three  or  more  candidates  all  candi¬ 
dates  will  be  listed  on  the  Primary 
ballot. 

The  two  candidates  receiving  the 
largest  number  of  votes  for  each 
respective  office  shall  become  can¬ 
didates  for  that  office  in  the  gen¬ 
eral  election.  Should  two  or  more 
candidates  receive  the  same  number 
of  votes  while  one  or  less  candidates 
receive  a  larger  number  of  votes 
the  names  of  all  such  candidates 
shall  be  placed  on  the  ballot  for  the 
General  Election. 

General  Election  —  The  General 
Election  shall  be  held  on  or  before 
the  third  regular  school  day  follow¬ 
ing  the  Primary  Election.  The  can¬ 
didates  receiving  the  largest  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  for  each  respective 
office  shall  be  elected.  Should  two 
or  more  candidates  receive  the  same 
number  of  votes  (provided  no  other 
candidate  shall  receive  a  larger 
number  of  votes)  the  College  Union 
Board  shall  elect  one  of  those  can¬ 
didates  by  secret  ballot  at  the  first 
regular  meeting. 

Installation  of  College  Union 
Board  Members  —  At  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  last  regularly  scheduled 
College  Union  Board  meeting  that 
occurs  on  or  before  the  third  Fri¬ 
day  in  May,  the  Dean  of  Student 
Personnel  Services  shall  install  the 
new  College  Union  Board  Officers. 
At  that  time  the  following  oath  of 
office  shall  be  administered  to  the 
new  board  members  by  the  Dean 
of  Student  Personnel  Services. 

“I  do  sincerely  pledge  myself  to 
fulfill  the  duties  of  the  office  to 
which  I  have  been  elected.  I  will 
keep  before  me  at  all  times  the 
high  ideals  and  principles  which 
it  is  my  obligation  to  exemplify  and 
encourage.  I  will  strive  for  an  ac¬ 
tive  and  progressive  student  body. 
To  this  I  pledge  my  determination 
and  leadership.” 

Article  IX 
Term  of  Office 

The  terms  of  office  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  College  Union  Board 
shall  begin  when  they  shall  have 
stated  the  oath  of  office.  The  term 
of  the  members  of  the  College  Union 
Board  shall  end  when  their  succes¬ 
sors  shall  have  stated  the  oath  of 
office. 

Article  X 

Vacancies 

Executive  officer  vacancies  shall 
be  filled  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
remaining  board  members.  Com¬ 
mittee  chairmen  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  by  the  College  Union  Board 
with  two-thirds  vote  of  the  remain¬ 


ing  board  members.  All  vacancies 
shall  be  filled  for  the  balance  of 
the  unexpired  term. 

Article  XI 
Amendments 

Proposal  of  Amendments  — 
Amendments  may  be  proposed  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  College 
Union  Board,  or  by  a  petition  bear¬ 
ing  signatures  of  not  less  than  ten 
percent  oif  the  Student  Body  of 
Missouri  Southern  College. 

Form  of  Amendment  —  Each 
proposed  constitutional  amendment 
shall  be  on  a  separate  petition. 
Petitions  shall  follow  this  form: 

“Be  it  resolved  by  the  student 
body  of  Missouri  Southern  Col¬ 
lege  that  the  Constitution  of  the 
College  Union  Board  of  Missouri 
Southern  College  be  amended  as 
follows  _ 


Vote  on  Amendments  —  All  pro¬ 
posed  amendments  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  a  vote  of  the  student  body 
within  thirty  days  after  their  pro¬ 
posal.  Amendments  must  be  voted 
on  during  the  school  year  in  which 
they  are  proposed.  Any  amendment 
receiving  two-thirds  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  shall  become  effective 
ten  days  after  the  election.  It  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer  of  the  College 
Union  Board  to  set  the  date  of  the 
election  and  to  conduct  the  election. 
Any  amendment  proposed  within 
the  last  thirty  days  of  school  (thirty 
calendar  days  prior  to  the  last  day 
of  regularly  scheduled  classes  of 
the  spring  semester)  shall  not  be 
considered  valid. 

Article  XII 
Impeachment 

Any  member  of  the  College  Union 
Board  may  be  impeached  by  a  two- 
third  vote  of  the  College  Union 
Board. 

Article  XIII 
Committee  Members 

Candidates  to  become  members 
qf  the  committees  of  the  College 
Union  Board  must  submit  a  petition 
to  the  College  Union  Board  bearing 
signatures  of  at  least  three  per¬ 
cent  of  the  Student  Body  of  Mis¬ 
souri  Southern  College.  The  Board 
at  their  first  regular  meeting  shall 
select  the  various  committee  mem¬ 
bers.  Eight  members  shall  be  se¬ 
lected  for  each  committee. 

Article  XIV 

Effective  Date:  This  constitu¬ 
tion  shall  become  effective  immedi¬ 
ately  upon  ratification  by  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Body.

Lieutenant 
Commander  L.  E.  Strudl  and 
Chief  Petty  Officer  A.  D.  En- 
sor  will  explain  the  Reserve 
Officer  Candidate  (ROC) 
program  to  all  interested 
freshmen  and  sophomores.  The 
ROC  program  is  the  Naval 
Reserve  Officer  program 
offered  to  college  students  who 
are  carrying  a  satisfactory 
grade  point  average  and  can 
meet  physical  requirements. 
The  ROC  program  requires 
all  selected  candidates  to  spend 
eight  weeks  in  officer  training 
between  their  junior  and  sen¬ 
ior  year  during  the  summer 
and  then  another  eight  weeks 
after  graduation.  Following 
commissioning,  the  young  offi¬ 
cer  will  be  ordered  to  three 
years  active  duty  in  the  U.  S. 


Navy. 

The  Navy's  ROC  program 
assures  a  student  of  a  college 
deferment  while  in  school. 
According  to  Mr.  Strudl,  it 
also  means  approximately  $4,- 
341.60  more  than  if  a  student 
applied  for  a  commission 
through  Officer  Candidate 
School  (OCS)  following  col¬ 
lege  graduation.
